Rather does it indicate that there 
may be another war of the giants. And what a titanic struggle 
it may be! 


TRIAL BY MAGISTRATES 


From the Annual Report of the Criminal Statistics 
Branch of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics we gather that during 
the year ending 30 September, 1935, there were tried. in Canada, 
39,506 cases in which indictable offences were charged, and of 
these 34,971, or a percentage of 88.5, ’were tried by Magistrates. 
The percentage of indictable cases tried by Magistrates has tend- 
ed to increase steadily since 1927, and with the enlarged jurisdic- 
tion conferred on Magistrates the chances are that the percentage 
will remain relatively high. 

indictable offenses,plainly stated. are offenses which 
are considered more or less serious in the eyes of the law, conse- 
quently bearing heavier penalties, but do not include the lesser of- 
fences which may be tried by a Justice of the Peace in a summary 
manner. In Alberta, Magistrates have jurisdiction, either with or 
without the consent of the accused, to try practically every form of 
indictable offence except a few in the category of murder, man- 
slaughter. treason, etc. It will be seen at once that the power 
of our Magistrates over the Liberty of the subject is great, and it 
ought to be a matter for the concern of the Department of the At- 
torney General to see that Alberta Magistrates are of a type fully 
qualified and capable by training and experience to discharge 
properly the onerous duties devolving upon them. 

In Ontario to the everlasting credit of Hon. Mitchell 
Hepburn practically every lay Magistrate’s appointment was can- 
celled, and travelling Magistrates with=training and experience in 
the administration of criminal law, drawn from the ranks of the 
legal fraternity, were appointed in their places. With the present 
Administration's antipathy towards law, particularly of the consti 
{tutional variety, and towards lawyers in general, it is almost too 
much to expect that much progress will be made along similar 
lines in Alberta for some time to come. We commend _ the 
matter to the attention of our present Attorney General, provided 
he can spare the time from his everlasting electioneering campaign 
which has now been running for more than two years. 


RUGBY FOOTBALL 


The game of Rugby Football in Western Canada has 
become quite fashionable in recent years, and the reason is not far 
to seek. Quite apart from the merits or demerits of the system or 
practice of importing ‘‘stars” from the United States, and regard- 
less of the supposed superiority of these imports over the home 
brew exponent of the pastime, the fact remains that the game is 
being played in Alberta these days on a scale quite unknown before. 

Perhaps it is the publicity which the newspapers are 
giving which is causing the new enthusiasm for the game in rural 
parts as well as in the cities where the fall pastime has been indul- 
ged in for thirty years or more. At any rate this fall has seen 
the organization of teams in rural parts which never before had 
even given a thought to trying to round up a team willing to try. 

The success of the Calgary Bronks in the Western Con- 
ference this year, following their excellent showing last year, when 
the team was mostly made of home brews, has stirred the imagin- 
ation of a lot of youths in the rural towns, so that today there are 
many teams out chasing the pigskin, and taking all bumps and 
knocks attendant on the pursuit of the game, o the uninitiated 
the game at first is quite a puzzle, and perhaps somewhat uninter- 
esting, but to the young man with an adequate quantity of what it 

, takes, it provides a thrill and experience which is perhaps not 
equalled in any other game, including hockey. There may be a 
call of the primitive in it, but one thing is sure; that after a player 
has had a et ears experience at the game he will be more or less 
able to look after himself physically’ both on or off the field, and 
still retain a considerable amount, of respect for the other fellow’s 
prowess. The bully soon meets his match and the coward soon 
finds his level, when two fair teams meet to test each other's 
prowess.

Long ago, it was plain that the Social Credit government 
had defaulted on all its pre-election promises; it was evi- 
dent from the start to common sense people that the promis- 
es could not be kept. Basic economic conditions, which . 
should have levelled themselves upward with the rest of 
the western world bogged down under rig-marole and 
incompetency of the Social Credit regime and the province 
lacks either present or future prospects of prosperity... But 
it still has a social credit government, which, like Democrats 
Republicans, Tories, or Liberals, Socialists or Fascists, 
wants to stay in power. 

It cannot stay in power if the courageous press of Al- 
berta performs its’ duty, and the present bill was an un- 
denied attempt by the ruling powcrs to hamstring the press 
in performance of that duty.

HEADACHES 

Pain means that some: injury is 
being done the body, The body may 
suffer from certain forms cf injury 
without experiencing pain, The se- 
verity of the pain may have no rela- 
tionship to the severity of tle injury. 
For ail practical purposes, we may 
‘ake ft as a safe guide that pain is a 
rellable sign of danger in that it {n- 
dicatas harm or tnjary to the body, 

One form of pain with which most 
people are familiar is headaches, 
Headaches, Hike other pains, mean 
that something is wrong inside the 
body. ‘fhere are many varieties of 
headacies described as sharp or 
dull, frontal or occipital (front or 
back of the head) morning and even- 
tng. 

Headache is the most common 
symptom which we experience, There 
is practically no illness which may 
not give rise to headache. It is often 
the first evidence of the onset of dis- 
ease, Even more often it is the re- 
sult of indiscretions in eating or 
drinking, lack of exercise, constipa- 
tlon, or neglect of some other health 
need of the body. 

If a headache is severe and annoy- 
ing, it is quite natural that relief 
should be sought, In many ways 
the public aro informed as to how re- 
lief from pain may be secured by the 
use of this or that drug. Drugs, 
however, are of value only whpn 
properly used, that is, when yre- 
scribed by sdOmeone who knows the 
condition of the patient and the ac- 
tion of the drugs. 

The victim of headache who knows 
that his headache has resulted from 
obvious causes from previous expert- 
snce has no reason to seek medical 
aid, If it is exercise or fresh air 
he needs, then he knows where to 
get these; he can look after his dlet 
and elimination if they are at fault. 

There is another group of persons 
who, In spite of taking reasonable 
care ot their bodies, suffer from per- 
sistent, severe or repeated headaches 
Such a person is very foolish to 
rely upon self-medication, These 
forms of headaches are so often a 
symptom of abnormal states inside 
the body that he should seek the 
cause rather than merely treat the 
headache, 

One of the most common causes ‘of 
headache is eye-strain, which can be
